Dr Arthur A. Shuck, chief exec­ 
utive of the Boy Scouts of Amer­ 
ica. will be camp chief. 
Using 3.000 acres, the camp will 
be divided into 40 sections each 
having 34 troops. There will be 
I 360 troop cam psites, each 90-bv- 
90-feet covering a total of 800 acres. 


A TROOP will comprise f o u r 
patrols of eight scouts each with 
its own patrol leader*, other older 
boy leaders, and three adult lead­ 
ers—the scoutmaster and two as­ 
sistant scoutmasters.

NEW YORK .P—The day of elec­ 
tricity from the atom at an econom­ 
ical cost may be coming ’much 
faster than first thought—accord­ 
ing to industrial scientists. . 
One leading industrial chemist. 
Dr. Charles Allen Thomas, p resi­ 
dent of the Monsanto Chemical 
Co., thinks it may be only four or 
five years off in this country. 
Some others think England may 
beat 
us 
to 
it—not because the 
British 
have 
better or cheap er 
methods of getting electric p ower 
from atomic reacmrs, but because 
p roduction of electricity by p resent 
methods is more exp ensive there 
than here. 
The cost of building a new elec­ 
tric p lant in England is so high 
since the war that atomic p roduced 
p ower 
would 
be 
comp aratively 
comp etitive. American p ower com­ 
p anies have the benefit of greater 
natural water and other resources. 
Comp anies in this country look­ 
ing into the p ossibilities of p roduc­ 
ing an imp roved atomic reactor 
include, besides 
Monsanto.
